was foaled on the 22d day of June, 
1868, in the village of Bellbroek, this 
county. His dam was a Sam Hazzard 
mare, and at the birth of Tom was 
twenty years of age, being then only 
used fur breeding purposes. She was 
formerly owned by Wm. Simmerson, 
who used her fer a saddle mare, and 
wes avery fine pacer. Tom's grandl- 
dam was old Pocahontas, and carried 
Tom's sire, old Tom Roll, when she 
made her best time, which was 2: 1744. 
Mr. Isaac Dingler, of Bellbrook, paid 
$50 for the chance of Tom, and at the 
age of three years had him trimmed, 
and put his sen Charlie to training 
him on the river bottom track, much 
to the injury of the horse. His first 
race was on the Dayton fair grounds, 
and against a brown Gipsey mare; 
time 3:55. The best time that Tom 
ever made while owned by Mr. Din- 
gler was at the Piqua races, his oppo- 
nents being Sleepy George, Nellie 
Granger, Tom Hendricks and Bay 
Sallie ; time 2:224¢. Tom commenced 
going blind while Mr. Dingler was 
training him on the Dayton track, in 
1874, caused by too much hard driv- 
ing, and a severe cold which settled 
in his eyes. In the fall of 1875 Clem 
Beachie, of Lebanon, took him and 
had him ‘‘shut out” in the slow time 
of 2:48.

At this time was almost entirely gone 
and Mr. Dingler concluded that his 
speed days were over, and drew him 
off the track. Soon after he sold him 
to a carriage painter by the name of 
Milliard, for a $125 note, approved by 
Ephraim Bumgardner. But this man 
Milliard used him brutally, driviug 
him to a sleigh, and on one occasion 
made him go seventeen miles in sev- 
enty minutes, and would have driven 
him further had net the civil auther- 
ities of Spring Valley stopped and ar- 
rested him for fast driving. At the 
latter gf a of the sleighing season Mil- 
liard dreve him to Xenia and traded 
him to Wm.

Stephen S. Philips, his present owner, 
was upon the horse, and Philips was 
often adie to declare that he would 
yet possess Sleepy Tom if it took 
every cent he could rake and scrrpe, 
and he finally drove some kind of a 
bargain with Corry and came into 
fall possession of the horse. Philips 
set about immediately in giving him a

in which Tom participated this season 
was at Jackson, Michigan, where he 
entered the track with Sleepy George, 
Mattie Hunter, Switzer; Rowdy Boy, 
Lucy and Sally, as competitors, and 
‘carried away the stakes. From Jack - 
son he next went to East Saginaw, 
where he paced six of the fastest heats 
ever known, competing against the 
same horses, and distanciog Sleepy 
George and Sweetzer. He won this 
race by taking the third, fifth 
and sixth ~ heats — Rowdy Boy 
taking the two first in 2: 13, 
2:16, and Mattie Hunter the fourth. 
This is said to be the greatest 
race on record fer six straight heats, 
theslowest time in any heat being 18.

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The old saying that as the twig i 
bent the tree’s inclined,” is as applica- 
ble to tewns and. villages" as to chil- 
dren. The beauty or ugliness of a 
city is determined in its youth. Let 
the rising village have broad und 
regular streets, @ spacious common 
and good ordinances; let its citizens 
have the taste and public spirit to set 
out shade trees and maintain them in 
its streets; to make gardens, and plant 
“ghrubbery: and the little village of to- 
day may in twenty years be renown 
ed for its beauty as a city. Califor- 
nia has several examples of such de- 
velopment, Oakland is a notable in- 
stance. A city of hemes, of groves 
of trees, of green lawns and flowering 
gardens,’ of shaded and spacious 
streets; today the fairest on the Pa- 
cific coast. 

The unsettled nature of life in No- 
vada has led to a neglect of appear- 
ances. People used to come to this 
state simply to make money, with no 
intention of remaining. But that 
state of things is passing away in all 
but the mining towns. Here ingReno 
a prosperous. future is assured. The 
growth of the town has sprung from 
industries that are permanent. Its 
development may be slow, but its sit- 
uation and advant are such that 
before very many years it must be the 

prineipal city of Nevada. Its growth 
vin be constant, while the mining 
towns must, sooner or later, decay. 
The home feeling is already strong in 
our citizens. They have found this a 

ood country to live in. There is a pe- 
euliar charm about life in these eleva- 
ted mountain regions that grows with 
experience. Our people have mostly 
settled down for good, meaning to live 
and die in sight of the mountains of 
the Sierra. 

Now that it is granted that Reno 
has a permanent population, and a 
bright future before it, no nuisances 
should be permitted to become estab- 
lished within its limits. Once an evil 
is created and telerated it becomes a 
precedent for similar abuses, Many 
of our citizens have displayed praise- 
worthy enterprise and taste in con- 
stracting substantial buildings, solid 
sidewalks, and in the ‘fitting and fur- 
nishing of their places of business. Any 
obstacle to traffic in the street, any 
thing that obstructs the view of signs, 
windows etc., is a direct injury to 
their property.

-It is not right that any 
real estate owner should be permitted 
to improve his property at the expense 
of the public.
